Bill Webster Has Roamed the World — 

From Organ Building 
To Organ Playing 


When William Alden Web¬ 
ster Sr. 3tart.s to talk about 
elevators and trackers, it’s ,i 
while before the listener 
realizes that he’s talking 
about one of his favorite sub¬ 
jects: the organ musical in¬ 
strument. 

It doesn’t take long, how¬ 
ever, to sense that Webster 
knows what he’s talking 
about since he not -.mly plays 
the organ, among other in¬ 
struments, but also has been 
Into bt tiding organs since he 
was a child 12 years old in 
Denver. Tliat’s where he ap¬ 
prenticed for four years un¬ 
der Hans Goeffler. 

Why would he want to 
learn how to build an or¬ 
gan? He was inspired by the 
building installation of the 
gigantic Wurlitzer there in 
Denver and had taken les¬ 
sons at St, Stephens Episco¬ 
pal Church, also in Denver. 

"Seeing chambers of such 
unusual dimensions would 
inspire any kid to learn to 
build an organ,” Webster 
said recently. 

His first wci'k as an organ 
builder was cutting leather 
and then Webster goes into 
Intricate descriptions of how 
leather is used in the elec¬ 
tro-pneumatic action, dif¬ 
ferent from the old tracker 
organ in which nothing was 
employi.xi to make a sound 
pxcep' by leverage. 

He was trained in classical 
organ, beginning at the age 
of 10, but has played in 
theater organs, also, and en¬ 
joys belonging to the Ameri¬ 
can Theater Organ Society 
as well as the American Or¬ 
gan Historical Society. He’s 
also a member of the Eng¬ 
lish Cinema Organ Society, 
and he and !iis wife, Doris,

Despite ihe tact that there's much talk about solar 
heating readily available for home builders, governmont 
and constfueiion industry officials recently informed Con¬ 
gress that builders of homes in the U.S. are shying away 
from constructing solar-equipped homes. 

Home buyers are eligible for federal tax subsidies of 
up to $5000 tor installing solar equipment. The proposed 
legislation would provide tax credits of $2000 per unit to 
builders who install Ihe equinniAnf fbc first place. 

President Carter proposed such a tax break in April. 

^1979. 

Department of Energy Secretary Thomas E. Stelson 
said the lax credit could be applied to 500,000 solar units 
through 1990, yielding a savings equivalent to 180 million 
barrels of cil.

With many Sierra Madre businesses now run by women, 
e greater number of editorials are directed toward them. 
And at a recent meeting of "Women in Communications, 
Inc.," Erma Bombeck, noted humorift and bearer of the 
gilded mop, ended her address by supporting the Family 
of Americans for the Equal Rights Amendment. 

She noted that when she saw the women's movement 
beginnino ^ tel^ sb^e, she ^ot out the U.S. Constitution 
and read ff; iftempting to fii^ a mention of women. She 
didn't find it. "Sensing that I was too old to be drafted 
into the movement, I volunteered," she said. 

She said she began to encounter a revoluh'on while 
covering the "utility room beat." 

"When the first woman stood up one day and said, 
'If God had meant for me to scrub johns, he would have 
clogged my sinuses'." 

The utility room beat is "the woman who corms in at 
5;30, put a chop under each armpit to defrost and goes 
to the refrigerator door to check for news bulleh'ns," Bom¬ 
beck said at the communications meeting. 

She predicted that homemakers will one day receive 
salaries for what they do. 'A going rate for women who 
cook, do the laundry, raise children, shop and sleep in has 
been set at $355 a week. Thtrt comes to $18,450 a year." 
She added that most men are living above their means. 

Bombeck's support for the ERA has often taken the 
form of explaining what the proposed amendment really 
'’ means. "The Equal Rights Amendment is the most misunder¬ 
stood 24 words since one-sixe-fits-all," she explained. The 
only, thing the amendment will do is guarantee that when 
every law of this land is written, women will be considered 
equal under those laws.

High interest rates and 
tight credit negatively af¬ 
fected .Southern California 
consructicn during August as 
permit valuations fell for 
both residential and non- 
residential building, reports 
Security Pacific Natl o n a 1 
Bank. 

Contrary to seasonal pat¬ 
terns, permit valuations for 
non - resldenial construction 
fell 20% In August from 
July, to the lowest level in 
16 months. This was 16% be¬ 
low the August 1979 level. 
Atfer accounting lor Infla¬ 
tion, the sector recorded a 
32% yearly drop. 

Much of the decline was in 
commercial building which 
fell 49% statewide and 61% 
in Southern California. 

Industrial building valua¬ 
tions dipped a scant 10% 
while permits for remode¬ 


lings and institutional con¬ 
struction increa.sed 19 and 
21%, respectively. 

Southern California bore 
the brunt of the montlily de¬ 
cline as non-residenlial valu¬ 
ations fell 30% from August 
Monthly valuations fell 10% 
in the Central Valley and 
showed a fractional increa.se 
in Northern California. 

After reaching a five- 
month high in July, home- 
building appeared to be re¬ 
covering. Activity increased 
in the western states anc 
throughout mDst of the na¬ 
tion, but, the number of units 
dropped in California. 

Mortgage rates remained 
relatively stable throughout 
August and savings reached 
a three-month high at Cali¬ 
fornia’s savings and loan as¬ 
sociations during August. 
However, savings are still 


down significantly In 1980 
from 1979. This means these 
institutions have less money 
available for mortgage lend¬ 
ing. which, in turn, helps 
push up rates. 

Nationally, home prices 
dripped marginally to $79,- 
,300 from $75,900 in July. In¬ 
creased prices in Los Angeles 
more than offset declines in 
Califomla’s other rnetropoli-'j] 
tan areas, and pushed the I 
.average home price to $118.-1 
300 in August from $116,100' 
llie previous month. | 

Multiple units are preva¬ 
lent in metropolitan areas ( 
of Southern California, where 
the number of units in-1 
creased 6% during August.

The California Council for Environmental and Economic 
Balance members state ihat Californians are throwing away 
the equivalent of roughly 400 million gallons of oil each 
year into t;ash cans. 

According to the State Sold Waste Management Board, 
about 150 million gallons would be saved each year if Cali¬ 
fornians were to recycle all their bottles, aluminum cans 
and paper. 

The Board reasons that it takes less energy to turn 
used materiaii into new materials than if starting from 
scratch. 

And if Californians converted the rest of their garbage 
into energy, an additional 250 millions gallons of fuel would 
be saved. 

Sierra Madreans have their own environmental action 
council and the group recently had its annual fundraiser. 

SMEAC is incorporafed in Caifornia as a nonproft, tax 
exempt organization.

them that their horses feet 
remain healthy and in good 
.shape. Of course, lie also 
tends to horses that might 
need attention due to some 
unforseen Injury or sore to 
the feet. 

Horseshoes protect the 
dome.stic animal from the 
Clements such ns gravel and 
hard concrete-like sui^ces 
that would not normally pre- 
.sent themselves to the wild 
horse. Nature provides wild 
horses with the ability tc 
wear down their feet na¬ 
turally to a comfortable 
length, thereby negating the 
need for shoes. ’The preventa¬ 
tive procedure rakes Paine 
approximately one hour, 
varying from horse fo horse 
depending upon their needs. 

The horse’s foot is similar 
to that of a human toenail, 
therefore, must be trimmed 
to maintain a comfortable 
length, wltli no two animals 
having the exact same fool 
structure or build. 

Just as a fingerprint is 
unique to a human belne.

As part of that physical 
make-up, the feet require the 
blacksiriith to possess vast 
knowlege of hls craft to en¬ 
able him to deal with any 
variation that might arise. 

Institutions such as Valley 
Vocational Center, Cal Poly 
Pomona and Cal Poly San 
Luis Obispo teach aspiring 
blacksrolths their trade, as 
well as offering a curricu¬ 
lum In welding and auto 
mechanics. 

Paine suggests that poten¬ 
tial blacksmiths opt for voca¬ 
tional training as opposed to 
tliat of a commercial school 
offering only a curriculum 
aimed at the aspiring black¬ 
smith. ‘ 

“Commercial schools which 
can be found throughout the 
continental United States 
should be avoided for the 
simple reason that the 
smith’s craft Is not one to be 
learned quickly,” Paine adds. 

Although Paine currently 
has a fairly complete clien¬ 
tele at present, he states that 
he Is always willing to con¬ 
sider taking on a new client.
